DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 3-5 (renumbered 1-4) are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: Hellweg (US 6,463,974), which is seen to 
constitute the closest prior art of record, teaches a runflat support member formed of an 
annular shell 3 and a pair of rings 4,5, wherein the ends of said shell (flanged ends) are 
embedded within said rings. Additionally, in view of the background of Hellweg, one 
would have found it obvious to use a metal to form the annular shell. However, the 
reference fails to suggest, disclose, or teach an assembly in which the above noted 
flanged ends have dimensions and an arrangement in accordance to the claimed 
invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
